THE BIGGEST EVER. 

In accordance with a promise to par- 
liament, the government has taken 
mocasures to bring before the couris, 
the long standing question of the right 
te tax C. P. R. lands in Manitoba and 
the Territories. The case is attract- 
ing a great deal of attention. and in- 


volvee very important considerations. 
The railway originally had a grant of 
twenty-five million acres. At the 
time the grant was made, it was ‘pro- 
vided that this land should be cxcmpt- 
ed from taxation for twenty years. At 
the time the act which constituted the 
charter of the C. P. R. was passed, it 
was taken Tor granted in and out of 
parliament, that the exemption from 
taxation only ran for twenty years 
from that date, some iime in Feb. 
1881. This feature of the C. P. R. 
charter met with a great deai of 
criticism in the house, before it was 
agreed to, and in the country ,after it 
was passed. But whatever the criti- 
cism might be, there was nothing for 
it but to submii until the end ofj the 
twenty Sears. The people did submit, 
although in some cases with no very 
good grace. Afier the first distussion 
of the terms, ihe question was not re- 
opened until shorily before the exemp- 
tion was expected to expire., Jt was 
then found to che amazement of every- 
one, that so far from the exempiion 
expiring on the 15th of Feb., 1901, the 
company contended that it would not 
expire until twenty years after the 
land bas been patented to the com- 
pany. 

Up to that time, practically no part 
of ihe twenty-five million acres had 
been putented to the railway company. 
On ap understanding with the govern- 
ment the ‘and had been listed to the 
company, and from the ‘and so listed 
sales were made. There stil] remains 
a considerable proportion of the total 
land earnings of the company which 
have not yet been selected or listed, 
much Jess pitented. On the contention 
of the company the exemption was roi 
for twenty years, but was practically 
interminable, provided the onderstand- 
‘mg with the government was main- 
tained, After the matter had 
been agitated for some time 
measures were iaken by the 
government to cure one phase of the 
question by the issue to the company 
of patent for all lands listed to them. 
This bas been going on, for the past 
year.’ Most of the lands selected by the 
company are now patented to it, and 
the possibility of an interminable ex- 
empiion is done away with. 

Once, however, the 15th of Feb., 1901, 
Was past, there arose such a e¢élamor 
from the municipal'vies, lecal i+ 
provement districts and schag! dis- 
tricis interested, both in Maniteba and 
the Territories, for the taxdtign of the 
‘ands held by the company within their 
respective ‘bourl’s that it was felt 
something must be done to bring the 
question to an issue. It was brought 
up repeated’y in the house, and the 
couteniion made that if the wording of 
the act did not convey the meaning 
which parliament intended it was ih 
duty oi parliament to declare clearly 
the origina' intent, and thus and 
thereby protect the interests of tax- 
Pauycrs throughout Maniigba and the 
Terciiories, The dispute turns on the 
Meanieg of a sing’e word, a word 
which is acknow’edged to have two 
Meanings, one a genera’ and the ovber 
a tychnica'. By taking the technical 
Meuuiag the peop'e of Manitoba and 
the Territories are defrauded of hun- 
drods of thousands of do'lars of taxa- 
tioa; per year. While by taking the 
ge) ral meaning, the company is com- 
pe'icd to pay those taxes. The words 
of the act which give rise to the dis 
puis dec'are that ibe Jand of the com- 
pa... sha'l be exempted from tayaiion 
fot-twenty years after the grant 
th. ¢ of from the crown, un'ess sooner 
#0°. or occupied. The company's cen- 
temiacn was that the words “grant 
from the crown” mean “patent,” while 

t 4 he‘d on the other hand that the 
word “grant” means “gift,” and that 
the grant was mude when the ‘and was 
givdn by the ast of parliament, which 
was, assented to in Feb “8h It was 
this acc which esteblished the com- 
pan;’s ownership in the !and; estab 
lished it to such an extent that ‘with- 
in a year the company had raised mil- 
lions of dollars on ibe security of the 
Jlan@. Nothimg can be clearer than

Notwithstanding the facts as above 
stated. the government took the 
ground that it would be, improper for 


tation of its own act, when that act 
was a bargain with a private interest, 
That is to say, parliament was one 
party to the transaction, and the rail- 
way company the other pariy, and it 
would be improper for either one of the 
parties, even though that party had 
the power, to alter or amend the 
agreement entered into in the first 
place. They held that this would be a 
breach of contract and chat altering 
the wordiz¢ of the contract or act, 
would be highly improper. The only 
question was wheiher the contention 
raised by the railway company was 
correct or not, and this could only be 
fairly decided by a reference to the 
courts. In opposition io this view, it 
was held that there was no intention 
to alter the terms of the bargain, but 
40 ensure that those terms should be 
lived up to. It was held that parlia- 
ment is charged with the duty of pro- 
tecting the interests of the whole pub- 
lic, including the railway’ company. 
That parliament cannot divest itself of 
responsibility, if, because a fault in the 
wording of a bargain sanctions it, a 
grave injury is dune to a very large 
section of the people. That to permit 
the case to go before the courts for 
decision, admitting that a flaw exist- 
ed in the act which made passible the 
most serious financial loss to the peo- 
ple, was simply giving the case away. 
However, the view taken by the gov- 
ernment prevailed, and the test case 
is now ‘before the courts and will be 
carried trém court to court, until it 
is decided by the imperial privy coun- 
cil, 

The Bulletin cannot congratulate the 
government on the conten:ion which it 
bas placed before the court. Three posi- 
tions are taken. One, that the land 
was granted when the contract with 
the company was signed by the govern- 
ment. Another, that the land was 
granied when it was earned by the 
construction of tbe railway ; and third, 
that the land was granted when it was 
surveyed and listed to the company. 
The Bulleiin’s contention, is, that on 
none of these occasions was the land 
granted to the company by the crown. 
fhat was when the act of parliament 
granting the land tombe company be- 
came actual law, by being assented io 
by ibe goverfior-géneral, It was iben 
Or not at all, 

The government. did not give the 
land when it signed the contract with 
ibe company, because the land did not 
belong to the government, and parlia- 
iment had not yet authorized the con- 
tract. The land was not given or 
granted when ihe company earned it. 
The company had already exercised all 
rights oi proprietorshig, before it was 
earned just as they have since exercis- 
ed all rights of proprietorship, with- 


vut waiting for the grant or patent 
from the crown. The land was not 


granted when it was listed to the com- 
pany, for the list was merely a state- 


ment of the portion of the grant which 


the company had seen fit to select. 


When three several contentions, 
neither of which is tenable for a mom- 
ent are set up to protect interests in- 
volving millions, it is apt to create 
doubts, either us to ihe loyalty or abil- 
ity of the learned gentlemen who are 
charged with the presentation of the 
case. 


It is true that possibly it does not 
make much difference whether ihe 
right or the wrong. contention 
op the oneside side is wade 
before the courts. .Dhe weak spot is 
that the possiviliily is left for a wrong 
contention to be successfully main- 
tained om the oiher ‘side. Par- 
liament ehould have safeguard- 
ed the rights of the people in ihe 
matter of this exempiion before the 
case was allowed to go to the courts.

Impressions of Western Canada 


(Continued trom yesterday's Daily.) 

On the whole, perhaps the most vivid 
impression made on the traveller is the 
varied respurces of Canada. Its ran- 
ning etreams and great, bleak, mineral 
belts, ite wide forests and immense 
plains, and if one continues north to 
the Klondike, its frazen gravels of 
which Dr. Parkin a few years ago 
wrote “Barren without material re- 
source,” but which have yielded with 
4n the last few years eighty millions of 
dollars. 

It ie the intention, I believe, of the 
Winnipez board of trade, next sum- 
mer to invite the members of partia- 
aad the members of the Manufactur 
ers’ Association to make excursions 
wertward amdsee some of these mani- 
fold resources. The occasion of the 
convention in Montreal in August of 
the chambers of commerce of the em- 
pire will aleo probably be taken advan- 
tage of. Such visits should make it im- 
possible for Cunada to masquerade 
much longer in Punch as “Ehe Great 
Misunde retood.” 

An ineident. that sums np the 
anxiety of the (west to be 
better known deserves re- 
calling. At lunch one day with the 
premier and the late minister of pub- 
lic works; in Cttawa, Mr. Tarte had 
put to Mr. G N. Bell, the able’ secre- 
tary of the Winnipeg board of trade, 
the questicn as to the greatest need 
of the west. “I can answer thai with- 
out hesitation,” was the quick reply.
